An Interview with Hon. D. B. Harrell on 
the Subject, 
From the Americus, Ge., Recorder. 

Meeting Jadge D. L, Harrel), representative 
from Webster county, who was on his way 
home on a short visit a few days, thinking to 
get some news from the general assembly, we 
skillfully and painlessly bored him with the 
1eportorial gimlet, and extracted from him 
the following regarding the state debt: 

‘Well, judge, what are you lawmakors doing 
in, Atlanta?’ 

“We are getting on very well, and since the 
election of officers, which occupied much less 
time then nenal,business has progressed asrap- 
idly as circumstances would admit. Legislation 
to be effective, must necessarily be a little 
slow.” 

“Yes, we know how it is—we have been 
there. What matters of interest are there at 
present before the legislature?” 

“The most important yet before us is the 
edjustment of the state finances. The treas- 
urer’s report shows a deficit of $254,000 and 
odd dollars, and how to meet that without in 
creasing the taxes is the question. In 15386, 
23,247,100 of the bonded debt falls due. It is 
proposed to issue $3,600,000 of bonds aud de- 
vote the surplus to this deficiency. . This 
eannot be done, for article 7, section 12, 
paragraph 1 of the constitution plainly says 
that “‘the bonded debt of the state shal! never 
be increased except to repel invasion, suppress 
insurrection or defend the state in time of 
war.’ The advocates of this measure say that 
it will not increase the bonded debt, as we can 
include that much interest in the new issue of 
bonds, and that does not increase it. This po- 
sition, In my Opinion, is entirely untena- 
ble, anxd even if it was not, 
it is met by section 14, paragraph 1, of the 
same articie of the constitution, which clearly 
says that the general assembly shall raise by 
taxation the money to pay current expenses 
and the interest of the public debt. This con- 
fines us totaxes and precludes the issue of 
bonds for that purpose, sothat I can see no 
way out ofthe dilemma but to increase the 
taxes. Itis better to do this than violate the 
orgabik law. The constitution of 

has many defects, but its fi- 
nancial system is notone ofthem. It means 
the taxes of the people for their neecessarv 
expenses of the government and for none 
other. And besides it will not be an unmiti- 
gated evil. I think that it will forse the leg 
islaiure to the strictest economy, and will pu 
a quietus on many of the projects that are ir 
agitation to raid the public treasury. Indeed, 
it seems almost impossible for any person or 
corporation to organize anything without 
calling on the public for an appropriation. It 
is called “developing” the state, and means 
taking the money from the pocket of the peo- 
ple and pulting it into the pockets of a few or 
tor the benefit of aclass. If high taxes 
call the attention of the people to this 
lepleting their pockets, | think 
nd it will prove to be a blessing, 
stop Pt.

THESTORY OF THESTRIKEOF THE 
NORWALK HATTERS. 


The Hatters Determined to Resist the Proposed Re- 
¢uction of Five t6 Forty-five Por Cest—The 
Str. kers Speak— The Employers Explain 
Their Side— Both are Determined, 


Sects Norwatx, Conn., December 6.—For 
the last few days the proprietors of the factor- 
ies bere have made desperate attempts to gain 
new hands, but the vigilance of the strikers 
have prevented them. Becoming desperate, 
James H. Knapp and Wm. Palmer, the for- 
mer of the firm of Crofut & Palmer, and the 
latter superintendent of the hat factory, form- 
ingacompany, appeared on the streets with 
revolvers in their hands and threatened to shoot 
any of the strikers who attempted to dissuade 
any of the imported laborers from New Jersey 
irom going to work. This naturally aroused 
the ire of the strikers, and so very effectually, 
that they ina measure rebelled, but offered no 
violence. It was throngh this that the un- 
truthful reports of the riot were started. 

THE BIG REDUCTION, 

The striking hatters held a large mass meet- 
ing in Music hall last night, chiefly for the 
purpose of laying their case before the peeple 
ofthe city. About 2,000 men and women 
were present. Speeches were made by half 
a dozen or more of the strikers, in 
which they denounced the proposed 
importation of laborers by their employers. 
They also claim that the reduction of from 10 
to 33 per cent among sizers, curlers, trimmers 
apd shavers is unjust and outrageous, on the 
ground thatthe employers are now getting 
the same price for hats as before; and, stili 
further, that the bosses propose to continue 
the reduction until June, 1883. The manu- 
facturers claim that the prices heretofore paid, 
in many cases, have been too high. The 
strikers bave been offered work if they 
will relinquish the union which or- 
dered the strike, and attend to business 
as before. A large number seem willing to 
return to work, but the. union stands in the 
way. ; 

The dispatch sent to the governor last night 
was dene in the beat of excitement, and was 
unwarranted. It was brought about by a gang 
of boys following Andrew J. Crofut, a hat 
manufacturer, about the streets and hooting at 
bim, and not from any action of the strikers 
themselves. : 

The editor of the Norwalk Hour telegraphed 
the sssociated press that the sensational arti- 
cles inthe morning papers about the South 
Norwelk riots are unfounded. The hatters 
areon a strike but are quiet in resisting the re- 
duction. There are no cases of violence or 
intimidation against the new laborers brought 
in. The Hour editor kas made a thorough in- 
vestigation, and is satisfied an adjustment will 
be had. 


The Shoe Manufacturers’ Lockout. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., December 6.—The lockout 
of the shoe manufacturers in this city in conse- 
quence of the refusal of the shoemakers to appoint 
apn arbitration committee to treat with them be- 
ean to-night. Various shops will not be opened 
on Monday, although the manutacturers gave no 
further notice this evening that they would be 
closed, they stating that sufficient notice had a! 
ready been given the employes. None of latter, 
however, will co to the factories on Monday, and 
they declare that they can stand the enforced 
idleness for a longer period than the maaufac- 
turerscan.

A NIGHT IN THE COUNTRY. 


Editer Pattillo Grows ,Eloquent Over a 
Charming Raral Scene. 
From the Warrenton, Ge., Clipper. 

Our first night away from Warrenton was 
spent at the beautiful bome of Mr. G. A. Par- 
ham. The sun was just tipping with crimson 
the edges of the western forests when we 
drove up to the front gate.

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TO THE WORKINGMEN OF ATLANTA. 

To no class of the citizens of Atlanta is the 
splendid victory of last Wednesday due than 
tothe workingman. By this we mean the 
real workingmen—the men who work in the 
shops, on the walls of houses and in the fac- 
tories. 

Clear-headed, sensible and independent, 
they refused to listen to the politicians who 
attempted to lead-:them into a senseless and 
vicious war egainst the business men of the 
town. They did their own thinking. They 
studied the situation, and they voted right. 
They showed that they could not be trans- 
ferred like sheep by a few politicians, but 
that they did their own voting as they earned 
their own bread. 

It isan insult tothe honest workingmen 
to preach class politics to them. They have 
no interest in city affairs that isnot common 
to all citizens. The workman at his bench, 
and the capitalist in his parlor, have precise- 
ly the same reasons for wanting honest and 
economical administration. The workman 
bas even more. For while the rich man can 
supply with his money what thecity,through 
slower methods, failsto giye him, the working- 
men depend more entirely on the city. The 
interests of the business man and the work- 
ingmen are identical. What hurts the one 
burts the other. What helps the one helps 
theother. The man who attempts to array 
one of these against {he other is the enemy 
of both. 

The citizens of Atlanta owe much to the 
real workingmen for the stand they took on 
Wednesday. The danger of class prejudice 
inacity is one of the most serious dangers 
that threaten municipalities. It is one that 
is easily raised and bad toallay. It is cause 
for congratulation, therefore, that instead of 
yielding to this prejudice in the late election 
the Atlanta workingmen marched;shoulder to 
shoulder with the business menin th: great 
movement for better city government. With 
these forces united the city must pro3yer,and 
all classes will reap the benefits of her pros- 
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perity. The closer ihey stand together, the 
better they will know each other, and the 
better they will like each other, and the less 
chance there will be of dividing them. All 
honor, then, to the real workingmen of At- 
lanta, the level-headed, strong-armed, clean- 
hearted mechanics, who hew out their 
own way through the world,and walk fherein 
without fear or reproach. 
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AS TO GEORGIA MARBLE, 

Touching the matter of Georgia marble for 
the Georgia capito), Tir CoxsriruTion would 
be rejoiced to see Georgia marble used. We 
believe it would pay the state to make the 
additional appropriation of $200,000 neces- 
sary for the substitution of Georgia marble 
for oolitic limestone, and we should be glad 
to see this done, but we do not believe that 
the legislature should interfere with the 
work of the commissioners in the slightest 
degree. They have made an excellent con- 
tract, and they have made it circumspectly, 
cautiously, and have clinched it after it was 
made. ‘the contractors are reliable and 
capable men, and are already at work. The 
legislature should not interfere with this 
contract, but if it is disposed to make an 
extra appropriation, and substitute marble— 
as the contractors are perfectly willing they 
should do—the members should not let the 
injudicious conduct of parties interested in 
Georgia marble, stand in the way of their 
making the appropriation. We believe it 
would be a good investment for Georgia to 
add $200,000 to the capitol appropriation, 
and baye the capitol built of Georgia marble, 
and we believe the people would sustain the 
legislature in making this supplemental ap- 

propriation. 
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TROUBLES OF THE BLAINIACS. 

There is great trouble in the minds of the 
Blaine editors over the result of the election, 
and they are still worrying themselves over 
the condition of things in the south. Well, 
itis a pity about the south, but the south 
proposes to take care of itself now as it has 
heretofore, and it proposes also to take an 
energetic hand in taking care of the rest of 
the country. The south forms a very large 
chunk of the union—it is a solid chunk, and 
a nice chunk, anditis a very active chunk. 
There area great many things in this section 
that are not satisfactory to the Blaine editors, 
but really we don’t know what they are going 
to do about it.

Now, no doubt the Press looks on this asa 
very sad state of things, and its editor would 
probably have no hesitation in taking the 
Stand and swearing with the usual violence 
of a Dlainiac that it-is the result of the elec- 
tion of a democratic president. In regard to 
this we shall not argue. We know nothing 
of the alleged exodus from South Carolina, 
and care a great deal less than we know; but 
we are willing to goasfar as the editor of 
the Pressin recognizing facts.

JUDGE DORSEY AND THE CITY COURT. 

We learn that Judge R. T. Dorsey has sent to 
Governor McDaniel his resignation as judge of the 
city court, to take effect in January. 

Judge Dorsey takes this course because of the 
action of the legislature in prohibiting the judge 
ofthe city court from practicing law. He favors 
this action himselfand it is the committee he 
appointed that recommends it. But it makes it 
necessary for him to surrender either the judgship 
or his practice, and the latter he cannot afford to 
give up. 

We should consider Judge Dorsey’s retirement 
as nothing short of a public calamity. He has 
graced the bench and honoredit. He is fearless, 
just, able and courageous, and he has the fullest 
confidence of the people. A better judge never 
sat on the bench in this City. 

While amending the law so as to prohibit Judge 
Dorsey from practicing law. the legislature ought 
to increase the salary in com pen- 
sation. There © are many reasons 
why this salary should be increased. Besides pro- 
hibiting the judge from practicing, the new bill 
compels him to try civil cases in either civil or 
criminal terms, which practically makes it a court 
of continuous session. The business has about 
doubled in the past few years. Where it formerly 
paid 35'. pe the insolvent costs, it now 
pays 97 per cent. Where the chaingang was 
formerly from 30 to 40 it is now about 125. We be- 
lieve our whole people would be glad to see the 
salary so raised that Judge Dorsey could afford to 
withdraw his resignation, sacrifice his practice, 
and remain on the bench.

GEORGIA MARBLE FOR THE CAPITOL. ! 


A Talk With the President of the Georgia 
Marble Company—The Commission, 


Mr. H. C. Clement, of Chicago, president of the 
Georgia Marble company, isin the city, with sev- 
éral of his associates, for the purpose of inspecting 
the work at his quarry. Touching the issue of 
Georgia marble for the capitol, he said: 

“Our company has ten times the interast in 
Georgia marble that any other company has. I am 
therefore entitled to speak en this subject. 1 have 
to say that the commissioners did exactly right in 
closing that contract for building the capitol 
of oolitic limestone. If I had been a 
commissioner I should have done ex- 
actly as they did. Ido not believe that the legis- 
lature ought to interfere with their contract. I 
have investigated the matter closely and as a 
business man am prepared to say that the state 
hasan advantage of at least $100,000 in that con- 
tract. It would be very dangerous to break it and 
try to make a new one, and while I should of 
course be delighted to see the capitol built of 
Georgia marbie, I could not, as deeply interested 
as lam, advise the legislature tointerfere with the 
work of the commissioners. They have acted 
wisely and have secured a bargain in their con- 
tract.”’ 


“Do you think the legislature ought to add 
$200,000 to the appropriation, that Georgia marble 
might be substituted?”’ 

“That is a matter for the legislature to consider. 
I could not express an opinion, asI am not famil- 
iar with your state finances, I should, of course, 
be glad to see it done, but the propriety of doing 
it would depend entirely upon the condition of 
the state treasury. One thing is certain, no friend 
of the state would move to interfere with 
the contract that the commission has 
made. Any legislation on this subject 
should be to simply add enough money to make 
a substitution of other material with the consent 
of the contractors.”’ 

‘Will it injure your quarries to haye the capitol] 
built of limestone”’’ 

“It would be betier for us, of course, to have our 
marble used in the capitol, but I think to build it 
oi limestone does us no injury. We have already 
Sold to two large marble workers in the north 
ail the marble that we can possibly get out 
for two months. They have taken 109 
cars each. We expect to increase our 
capacity to 2,500 cars for the next year, butI think 
we bave closed a contract with a Boston company 
to take a train loada day of our marble. This 
company bas new patents for cutting marble, as 
much superior to the old hand cutting as the sew- 
ing machineisto the hand sewing. They pro- 
pose to build large works at Marietta, investing 
over $100,000, and to work up there cight 
or ten car loads R day of our 
marble. Thereis not the slightest difficulty in 
our selling all the out-putof our quarries, so that 
the «uestion of furnishing the marble for the cap- 
tol isa yery small matter with us. In quality, va- 
riety ard extent our marble is the finest in the 
country. Your own people do not begin to appre- 
ciate what wealth you have in your mountains. 
We will show you in less than six months some- 
thing tbat wii! surprise you.”’ 

What a Commissioner Says, 

One of the capitol commissioners said toa Con- 
ETITUTION man: gt. 

‘“‘Wedo not wish our position m. mnderstood. 
As commissioners we are perfectly willing to have 
the legislature make an additional appropriation 
to the million dollarsit has already given and in- 
struct us to vary the conditions of our con- 
tract by substituting Georgia marbie, Georgia 
iron, or Georgia woods. But we have made a con- 
tract that was $150,000 lower than the next bid. 
We believe that we have made by this contract for 
the state at least $150,000. We believe that if this 
cantract were abrogated we could not makea 
similar contract within the terms ofthe bill. We 
ere secured in this contract by a gilt-edged bond, 
and the contractors have already gone to work 
vigorous)y to carry it out, so that 
the contract will doubtless stand as it isas to the 
extra appropriation. We were appointed by the 
legislature. If it wishes to amend its instructions, 
fupplement its appropriation and require us to 
change the material out of which the capitol is to 
be built, all ithas to dois to say so. We acted 
under the strict letter of ourinstructions. In or- 
der todoso we had two separate biddings and 
saved more tnan a quarter of a million dollars by 


r the jasi bidding over the first.’’ 


‘You don't express an opinion as to wheather 
the legislatureought to pass another appropria- 
tion for Georgia marble.’’ 

“Simply because that is outof our jurisdiction, 
We simply take our instructions from the legisla- 
ture and do the best we can under them. One 
thing strikes meascurions. The clause in the 
capitol bill referring to Georgia material includes 
Georgia iron and Georgia wood as well 
as Georgia marble. We send only 
about $27,000 out of the state to buy 
limestone, while we may send $150,000 out of the 
state to buy iron. Now, whyis it that we hear 
nothing about Georgia iron, but everything about 
Georgia marble? If itis the protest of the peopie 
in general against the use of other than Georgii 
material, why does not some friend of Georgia 
iron or Georgia wood speak up? Isitsimply the 
marble men that are interested?

THE CAPITOL QUESTION. 


Ihe Advice of George W. Post, the Advisory 
Architect—The Voice of the Press, 

It is perhaps nor generally known that the ad- 
visory architect was very much opposed to the 
undertaking to build the new capitol of Georgia 
with the present limited appropriation made for 
that purpose. In his report to the commissioners 
he Says: 

“J find that the plans which cover the largest 
area of land provide for proportionately cheap 
forms of construction and would result, in execu- 
tion, in proportionate failure of security against 
the spread oi fire and in a less endurivg character 
of building. 3 

“A careful examination of the act for the erec- 
tion ofa state capitol building, and of the in- 
structions to architects and. of the vari- 
ous plans themselves, together with the 
explanations of his excellency, the gov- 
ernor, aud MajorCrane, of tue commission, dem- 
onstrate that an area equivalent to about flty 
thousands quare feet will be required to be cover- 
ed by the buiiding, to secure the ‘“‘convenicnt aud 
comiortable’ accommodation forthe senate and 
house of representatives, and supreme court, and 
the various departments of the government men- 
tioned in section vii. of the act.”’ 

Mr. Post admits the fact that probably the cap- 
itol as planned could be built for $800,000, of gran- 
iteor marble, ifno changes whatever be made, 
and provided all sculpturing in the nature of fig- 
ure groupsor reliefs in the tympanum 0! the 
pediment were omitted; and provided that the 
interior were made excessively simple and plain; 
ana provided, the cheapest form of reas)n- 
ably good construction and finisa 
were employed throughout.’ He adds: ‘‘To bulid 
the same design, using in every case the material 
and form of construction which would secure the 
most perfect result, and which would insure the 
greatest Curability, would in my opinion increise 
the cost te $1,325,000.”’ . * * . He 
further states: ;

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KILLED BY A TRAIN, 


Aiken Stanford, a Train Hand on the Geor- 
gia Railroad, Ktiled. 

Aiken Standford, a train hand on the Georgia 
railroad, was killed by his train yesterday morn- 
ing at the Bell street bridge. 

Standford was atrain hand of a freight 
Which was due in Atlanta at 2:10 
bight, but Gid not arrive uatil 6:10 
teday morning. When the train reached the city 
Standiford began pulling in the bell cord and com- 
weted his task about the time tbe train reachei 

Mkiand cemetery. He was then standing on top 
ofa freight car, near the engine, and began waik- 
ing back towards the cab. iLlis back was toward 
the engine, and when the train started under the 
Bell-street bridge Standford was. iguorant 
of hisimpending doom and continued his walk 
Just as he reached the end of the caron which he 
was Walking his head came in contact with the 
bridge and he was knocked off. The train was 
then running at a good epeed end the lick which 
knocked Staniord off was a terrific one. Stantord 
fell betwecn two carsand before he could draw 
hin. self clear of the track the wheels caught both 
Jegsand crushed them in a horrible manber. 
Several cars ren over his limbs before his 
situation was discovered, and then he was drawn 
out aud carried toa house near by. Drs. Martin 
and Collier were called in, ana after examining 
the man’s injuries. asserted that his deatn would 
quickly follow They found a bad wound inthe 
back of Standford'’s bead made ty the bridze 
when he was knocked off. Both legs were cru-«hed 
from the knees down, the right One so much that 
the bone was removed in particles, almost as flue 
as dust. In the abdomen the physicians found a 
large hole made with the coupling pin which Stan- 
foid struck in his deseent. Standiord never lost 
unconsciousness, but begged for something to re 
lieve the pain which must have been intense. He 
lingered until ten o'clock yesterday morniag 
when he died, 

Standford was a young man abouttwenty three 
yearsufage. His mother resides in Augasta, and 
to that place the body was tecen yesterday. Atler 
Standford’s death Coroner Hitburn made an offi- 
cialinquiry. Tbheevidence adduced showed that 
itwas customary with railroads to suspend a 
bar across a railroad track near a bridge, and to 
hang ropes from the bar so tnat a traia-hand 
would be epprised of his danger by these ropes 
striking nim. The evidence showed tbat tiis pre- 
caution had been neglected at the Beil street 
bridge, raed 
¢ The jury. in arriving ata verdict, was divided. 
One faction held that Standford was killed waile 
in the discharge of his duty, while the other tac 
tion asserted that it was not Sandford’s duty to 
take up his bell-cord while the train was moving.

A Talk With Mr. Joel Hurt, Secretary of the 
Atlanta Home—The Situation. 

The insurance war which was referred to in last 
Sundsy’s Coxsritution has assumed shape, and a 
g00d many gunsare now leveled at the Atlanta 
Home, The insurance journals ere taking the 
matter up, and numerous articles are afloat touc - 
ing the subject. “The Vindicator,’’ the’ Atlanta 
insurance monthly, has three paragraphs on the 
subject. A CosstITUTION man called on Mr. Joe} 
Hurt, secretary of the Atlanta Home, yesterday 
and asked 

‘What about the rumroed trouble between the 
Atlanta Home and the local board of insurance 
agents’’’ 

“I do not object to giving you the facts.especial- 
ly since the matter has been alluded to in the va 

pre, and jetters have been written by loca! ageuts 

ere to their companies, that have done me in: 
justice You must first understand that the 
Atlanta Home insurance company wes orzanized 
with a yiew te dividing the profits between the 
stockhoidersand the policy holders. After the 
company commenced business we were invited to 
join the jocal association of underwriters; also. 
the southeastern tariff association. Our diy 
idend fcatures were understood, and no ob- 
jections were made to the paying of dividends to 
policy holijers. Indeed there were two other G aor- 
gia companies then represented in the local asso- 
ciation that had been paying dividends to policy 
holders for years. In August last the board of 
directors passed the following resolution:
